Arrests in the Pollard Case. — Four of the 
Principal figures in the Pollard divorce case were arrested 
‘nd brought up at Bow Street on Saturday last, on a 
harge of conspiracy to defeat the ends of justice. They 
were described as Henry Scott, otherwise Henry Slater, 
fifty-five; Albert Osborn, fifty, solicitor; John Pracey, 
therwise John Bray, thirty-two, private inquiry agent; 
and Frederick Stanley Davis, forty-one, private inquiry 
‘gent. Formal evidence of arrest having been given, the 
jour men were remanded for a week. The question of bail 
‘rising, Mr. de Rutzen said that Seott and Osborn must 
tind two sureties of £3000 each, but afterwards he agreed to 
alter this to four sureties of £1500 each. Four gentlemen 
^t once offered themselves as sureties for Osborn, and 
were accepted. Osborn then left the court. The other 
defendants were removed in custody. George Henry, 
manager of Slater's Agency, was arrested at Southend too 
sate to be brought into court with the four other defendants. 
He was charged at Bow Street on Monday and remanded, 
bail in £1000 being allowed. On Tuesday the arrest was 
made of Cyril Broughton Smith, another detective. Charged 
with conspiracy at Bow Street, he was remanded, bail being 
fixed at two sureties in £500 each.

by the co-respondent to the lady's relatives, in which she |

A Fine Chinese Plant. 
O NG the lateness of the season it is not 


late to plant Inearvillea Delavayi, asked about 

Буға Scarborough correspondent. It is quite a recent 
introduction into this country, and bears rose, pink, 
and reddish-brown gloxinia-like flowers, It isa 
native of China, and one of the most beautiful plants asso- 
ciated with the land of flowers. Referring to herbaceous 
plants, it is an old saying, but, nevertheless, a truc one, that 
the man wanting flowers in his garden all the year round 
must have a good herbaceous border, Then he will be able 
to gather Ohristmas roses and winter aconites in January;

primroses, and aubrietias ; and in April the gardener will be 
ubleto welegine with the lengthening days, more daffodilsand 
tulips, jonquils and hyacinths; while doronicums. forzet- 
me-nots, violas, and pansies will daily reveal new beauties. 
May is so lavish that it were almost unnecessary to par- 
tieularise; still, the columbine deserves mention, МА а 80 
do the early campanulas and irises, the late daffodils and 
tulips.

The Almond Tree. 

For a most interesting description of the various species 
of the almond I must refer A. C. P., who writes me 
from. High Wycombe on the subject, to Gardening Tilus- 
tratei, an artiole dealing with the variety v exhaustively 
appearing in the is-ůue dated April 16, The almond is 
undoubtedly a beautiful tree, and of all the hardy early- 
flowering trees in the British Isles it is perhaps the most

valuable from an ornamental point of view. Early in the 
spring no other tree produces such fine effects in the garden 
or park, at any rate in the South of Englund. The partieular 
species illustrated, Prunus Davidiana, is the first of the 
genus to flower. In favourable seasons it opens its pure 
white flowers as early as the third week in January, Owing 
to this early flowering, and the liability of the blossoms to 
be injured during severe weather. it is desirable to plant 
tuis species in a sheltered spot. Cultivated in pots or tubs, 
it rm, е a very beautiful object for the decoration of glass- 
covered corridors and unheated or cool conservatories, and 
flowers very езтіу without being forced. There is a variety 
with rosy-tinted fl wers, but, as 16 is not so free as the type, 
it is hardly worth growing. Mr. J. G. Jack, in Garden 
and Forest for 1902, gives the following account of this 
beautiful Chinese species. Enumerating some of the more 
remarkable plants in the Puris Jardin des Plantes, he 
writes: Another plant of much interest is a specimen, 
now thirty years Фа and partly decayed, of the Pranus 
Davidiana, introduced from China by the celebrated 
traveller and collector after whom it is named. This 

lant has never fruited, a characteristic which has so far 

een followed by its 


arboretum, where it is the very earliest of the rose family 


to blossom. flowering this season as early as April 8. The |

Feeding Turkey Poults.

Experiments with Incubators, 

During the term of the Poultry School class at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, the eggs in a 190-egg incuba- 
tor were divided into three lots: 50 per cent. of the eggs 
were laid in a tray on their side, which is the usual plan; 
25 per cent. were placed with the small end up. and 25 per 
cent. with the large end up. Тһе forty-four fertile ecgs 
placed in the ordinary way hatched twenty-seven chickens ;

Tne chicks were all placed in the sume brooder'and fed 
exactly the same. 

It was noticed at the first test of the eggs, on the eighth 
day of incubation, that some of them showed what is known 
as the“ blood ring "—that is, a cing of blood encireling the 
— This is always consid a sign of trouble later 
on. e oxygen appeared to be too much of a stimulant, 
causing abn growth of the germ, which often resulted 
in the rupturing of the blood-vessels of the germ. Two 
trials were made later in the season, with less gus at later 
periods of incubation. These were not so unfavourable as 
the first trial; yet each trial wos characterised by smaller 
hatches and rer chicks than were obtained from 
machines run in the ordinary way.

Thus Mellor was hailed the winner, and he was presented 
with a silver cup the Duke of Westminster. Six 
thousand people hed the contest, and the strong 
Lancashire element іп the crowd were enthusiastic over 
the vietory of Mellor, who, it is said, is about to retire from 
wrestling owing to advancing years, It says much for 
Mellor's prowess that at the ug of nearly forty he should 
be able to overcome a wrestler with such an excellent 
record as Lannon possesses.
